expenditure" said E. S. 


Lee of the executive board to The 
Age. 
"It will be a practical demon- 


stration of what the value 
of the 


state canals 
are 
to the common- 


wealth. 
Many people are skeptical, 


and we know that we can convince 
them that they are wrong. The rea- 
son of our change is that as long as 
the Federal congress is showing no 
disposition to deepen the channel of 
the Ohio and 
the 
Muskingum, it 


would be useless for tho state of Ohio 
to dig her canal deeper than the Mus- 
kingum river. 
The channel of that 


stream is now bitf five feet 
That 


depth of course is sufficient for canal 
work, and would be 
a tremendous 


boon to the counties through which 
tho canals run. Tho vast 
saving 


from the original amount asked, we 
believe will be granted, 
and when 


onoo the feasibility ol our proposition 
is clemonstiated, and 
the Ohio and 


Msiikingum are deepened, we believe 
that not a man in the state will object 
to going ahead and 
making a ship 


canal, as proposed." 


The board also fixed the date of 


the next meeting of the association 
at Zanesville, September 30, then to 
take the boat and go down the river 
to Marietta and hold another session 
there October 3. 


It was further determined to enter 


the political arena to a limited extent 
and to make personal calls on candi- 
dates of both parties for the legisla- 
ture and urge them to forward the in- 
terests of the canals.

35, "Remember the words ol 
the Lord Jesus, how He said. It is more 
blessed to give than to receive." In 
this farewell address he emphasizes 
the supremacy of the. Holy Spirit iu 
all church affairs, that all believers 
constitute the church of God purchased 
with His blood, that God only by His 
word is able to build up and establish 
His redeemed aud that with the ear- 
nestness that Paul himself manifested 
we are to seek not only our own up- 
building, but that of all others with 
watchfulness and prayer.
